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Day for Remembering 

'T'HIS IS A DAY for remeiribering but not for re- 
t joicing. This is the anniversary of a tremendous 
adventure which marked the beginning of the end of a 
terrible tyranny in Europe. But with the fall of Adolf 
Hitler's Heich the peoples of the world did ntft escape, 
as they had hoped, from fear and hatred. They still 
live under threat of a disaster more dreadful, more 
complete than anything the mad man of Berlin could 
have conceived to inflict upon his enemies. 

Whatever the faults and failures of men, they do 
occasionally rise to great achievements. And however 
badly they have blundered since, the lustre of the 
record of June 6,1944, is in no way diminished. That 
was a time of great daring, of sacrifice, courage and 
incredible endurance from the moment the first few 
leaped onto the beaches between Cherbourg and Le 
Havre. 

Thousands of Canadians were among the shock 
troops with which the high command gambled that 
day, many from Victoria and Vancouver Island, 
represented by the distinguished Canadian Scottish 
Regiment which has won honors iortwo wars. And 
there were many more at sea and in the air supporting 
them. 

A fleet of more than 4,000 ships crowded the 
blustery Baie de la Seine by daybreak, and 11,000 
aircraft edntinued the greatest bombardment in 
history. 

The Canadian Scottish, brigaded with the Wln- 
!peg Rifles and the Regina Rifles, climbed down the 
scrambling nets into their assault craft at 6:45 a.m. 
and three-quarters of an hour later were on the sands 
of code-named Juno Beach. 

They struck southward, in the direction of Caen, 
later to be the scene of a great victory in which they 
participated. By midnight they had advanced farter 
than any other component of the 2nd Army. 

Military historians credit the Canadians with 
diverting such great enemy strength, both infantry 
and armor, that the hard-pressed Americans at 
Omaha Beach were saved from devastating losses 
which could very well have endangered the whole 
operation. 

Thi9 is not a matter for boastfulness, but It 1* 
nevertheless a legitimate source of pride, both for 
those engaged and their countrymen who honor them 
on this anniversary. 

Victorians can show their appreciation when the 
veterans join the regiment in sunset ceremonies on the 
Legislature's grounds at 8 tonight. 

Year for Research 

'THE GOVERNMENT OF CANADA is embarking 
A on another study — this time through the agericty 
of three consulting Arms-—on the feasibilty of re¬ 
establishing a deep-sea shipping industry. 

What Transport Minister D. C. Jamieson wishes 
first of _ali to determine is whether the federal 
government would be justified in spending to support 
such a program. 

This sort of caution is reasonable enough, but the 
primary consideration would seem to be the 
calculation of demand. 

True enough, Canada is a great exporting nation, 
errd without a merchant marine would appear to be 
woefully handicapped. But the fact remains that 
Canadian shippers have found it more economical to 
charter than to operate their own ships. There was a 
time when some of the big lumber exporters used their 
own vessels, but for one reason or another they have 
largely abandoned the practice. 

The cause that immediately comes to mind is the 
excessive cost in wages. The Seafarer* International 
demands were certainly expensive. Some companies 
escaped this burden by registering under a foreign 
flag which allowed them to hire outside the union at a 
very considerable saving. But possibly the largdSt 
difficulty to be overcome in the resuscitation of a 
Canadian merchant marine is the fierce competition of 
foreign vessels, whose operating costs are well below 
those that can be anticipated in any fleet sailing under 
our flag. Some means must be found to meet it, and 
subsidization is the obvious answer. 

The problem will be to justify it. > 

Certainly there would be great benefits for 
industry and labor in a revived shipping industry. 

But the best possible argument In favor would 
appear to lie in the fact that this great exporting 
nation spends something like half a billion dollars a 
year in foreign charter to deliver its products around 
the world. \ 

We could keep this money In our own pockets if 
we had our own ships to carry our goods. 

Undoubtedly the government’s consultants are 
aware of this truism and have very much more 
information on which to base their recommendations. 
What bothers some people is that the minister of 
transport has given them a whole year to come up 
with their answers, when in a matter of some urgency 
■ it might jjiave been expected they would need little 
more than a weekend. 

In the circumstances there Is bound to be some 
doubt, that the eovemment is seriously bent upon a 
Canadian shipbuilding program and the operation of a 
merchant fleet, and the suspicion that this is another 
bit of political window-dressing. Let us hope not. 

Time of Opportunity 

r A BIG INCREASE in the price of beef has brought 
a suggestion from the Victoria branch of the 
Consumers Association that shoppers stop buying it. 
But others are probablyricorrect in surmising that a 
boycott would have more effect in raising the price of 
alternatives than in bringing down the price of beef. 
This is so because the problem is not local. There is a 
general shortage of cattle throughout Canada, and the 
highest, callle prices in 17 years in the United States 
combined with unabated consumer demand there 
ensure that the shortage will continue. 

The hope of relief is not for the near future. But 
In the United States as well as in Canada there is talk 
of buyer resistance. Even the president of the St. 
Louis National Stockyards Company is quoted as 
counselling housewives tired of paying high prices to 
stop buying beef. It is only widespread action in both 
countries, however, that will count. 

While the shortage and the consequent stiff prices 
continue, the fishing industry will be missing a great 
opportunity if it fails to take miximum advantage of 
the consumers’ casting about for beef substitutes. 

A panel of homemakers in Toronto recently 
agreed that fish because of its high protein content, 
and economy was a good food, but iasisted that “it 
needs more selling.”

Today the picture is confused. Jews are not found fa the 
Soviet thptamatio service, and are very rare fa ihe high ranks 
of party and g overnmen t . During the war the Red Army had 
50 Jewish generals. So far as is known, there a re none now. 
However, Jew* have shone a* scientists and ache Jars, writers 
and musicians, sometimes winning national acclaim. 

The cause of the new anti-Jewlsh move Hes in Israel’s 
victory over the Arabs fa the Six-Day War an rrad-1967. Until 
then, a few hundred Jew*, and thefir possesions, were 
allowed tcf leave far Israel each year. With the Arab defeat 
this flow stopped, and anti-Israel propaganda *fcarted. 

Since then, the Russians hav* blurred the distinction 
between an Israeli, Id ring in Israel, and a Soviet Jew, who 
regards himself as a Russian only incidentally Jewish., Pos¬ 
sibly he is a Communist Party member as welfl. It is just this 
blurring that Kichko seizes upon fa hi* bock, aocirifag Jews of 
being "ccsmopnllfliten,’' a snide way of hinting that thedr 
loyaWe* Me outside Russia.

Jews, and freedom for Jews to leave the Soviet Union if they 
wish. 

Russian Jews have had a varied, but mosrtfly hard history. 
They were oppressed for centureds under the tsars, allowed to 
flourish after the 1917 revolution, and hunted down during the 
Second World War by fit* Invading German* and thedr 
quislings. 

Many of the elite of Soviet Jewry were imprisoned or 
exterminated by SbaMn to hda last, power-corrupted years.

Lagging Labor ‘Not Hep’ to Youth 


By DON COLLINS 

The, aims of today's youth 
are well ahead of those of the 
labor, movement, but young 
people face a somewhat bleak 
future. 

These two points were made 
in interviews and addresses 
Thursday as 15 delegates 
from Canada’s second largest 
union gathered in Victoria. 

"There is a growing New 
Left spreading ail Over the 
country and we're not hep to 
It," said Percy Huggett of 
Toronto, president of the 
Ontario division of ihe Can¬ 
adian Union of Public Em¬ 
ployees. 


He was referring chiefly to 
rebelling university students 
as CUPE's B.C. division began 
its annual convention at the 
Erepress Hotel. 

He said in an interview that 
"students' thinking is miles 
ahead of ours. 

"We used to come to con¬ 
ventions and call for free 
education. They are well be¬ 
yond that and are calling for 
free-ddm of choice in educa¬ 
tion,’’.he said. 

Stanley Little of Ottawa, 
national president of CUPE, 
took a look at a different side 
of the question during an 
address later. 


“The outlook for the young 
people is not too good," he 

said. 

“Your children and mine 
have little hope of ever build¬ 
ing a home or buying one," 
he said. 

And technological change 
would mean only one chance 
in four of a youth remaining 
in one jcl> during his life. 

Mr. Little had this to say 
on other subjects: 

• ^Inflation—"Labor wage 
increases are the result of and 
not the cause ot inflation. 11 He 
blamed industry lor doubling 
Sts profits. 


• Poverty — “Far too 
irlany Canadians are living be¬ 
low the poverty line. The labor 
movement -should be willing 
and anxious to sit down with 
any responsible group in our 
society and look for the an¬ 
swers." 

• Labor legislation- "With 
very few exceptions they're 
llabor laws) designed to be 
prohibitive and restrictive." 

• Bad conditions He said 
it is "sickening" to think of 
hospital employees earning 
$1.28 an hour in "oil-neb Al¬ 
berta." 


Several of those attending 
the three-day convention, in¬ 
cluding Mr. Huggett, hava 
said labor should spend mors 
time thinking of social needs. 
The subject mentioned most 
o.'ten has been poverty. 

Another subject which has 
comb in for discussion con¬ 
cerns the claim that unions 
are better when big. There is 
h move afoot to merge, many 
of CUPE's small locals (60 
per cent of the locals in B.C. 
have less than 100 members) 
and to continue the fight for 
bargaining on a regional basis.

In Victoria, Education Minis¬ 
ter Donald Brothers, who is 
MLA for Rossland-Trail, said he 
was glad* to hear they have 
made a contribution" but would 
not comment on the amount of 
the contribution, 

"Now is the time, before an¬ 
other disaster occurs, to estab¬ 
lish a federal - provincial for¬ 
mula to assist disaster areas,” 
he said. 


Mr. Brother* said that at the 
time of the disaster Premier 
W. A. C. Bennett had asked for 
such a "national formula” and 
indicated the province would 
like to see the federal govern¬ 
ment pay 40 per cent of the 
bill with the provinces picking 
up the remainder. 

In 1964 when a tidal wave hit 


the Port Albemd area on Van¬ 
couver Island, causing damage 
estimated at 51,500,000, the pro¬ 
vincial government contributed 
5800,000 and the federal govern¬ 
ment 5250,000. 

Premier Bennett said he had 
"no comment” on the federal

Mystery Within Us 


Let me ask a simple, even a 
dumb, question of all my 
scientific friends — my 
friends in neurlogy and physi¬ 
ology and chemistry and 
biological physics. 

If it is true, and ft Is. that 
the cells in The human body are 
constantly chan gin, so that 
about pvery seven years we 
are composed of utterly new 
cells — then what accounts 
for the “continuity” In a 
personality? How can we call 
him the "same" person he 
was seven years ago?

Wa could say that the 
continuity persists in the 
“brain," but the brain 
changes along with the rest of 
the body, sloughing off old 
cells and taking on new ones. 
How does the pew brain know 
who it is, and how does the 
cortex "remember" its iden¬ 
tity tinder these conditions? 

Take a coat. Suppose' each 
week it tore and we replaced 
wi|ir a patch, until finally it 
was a coat entirely made up 
of these patches. Would it still 
ba tha "same" float? And at 


what time, at what particular 
patching, would It change 
from the "old” coat to a new 
and different one? 

It, is plain to ae« that a 
garment undergoing theie 
constant changes, so that 
every seven years it was 
made up entirely of new 
material, could no t h e ca lled 
the same garment you origin¬ 
ally bought - so in what way 
is the person the same person 
he was seven years ago? 

Yet we know he is. Except 
for certain differences that 
experience and aging make 
on him, he looks the same, 
talks the same, thinks the ! 
same, feels the same, identi¬ 
fies himself as the same 
entity.

Obviously, there is some¬ 
thing "in” him that retains its 
identity regardless of the 
molecular and c h e m i c a I 
changes in every part of the 
tissue and nerves, and all the 
synapses of the neurons. 

Now, we know that-the cells 
somehow "replicate" them¬ 
selves, That is, if the liver is 


damaged, and no treatment 
is done to it, a new cell 
coming Into that region of the 
liver will be damaged in 
exactly the cams way as its 
predecessor. But we don't 
know why, or exactly how. 
And we are aware that some

But if every cell is con- 
tantlv changing, and eventu¬ 
ally dying, in the body, how 
can one believe that what we 
call the “identity” of a 
creature is a material, physi¬

Thus, the "peramaHty** or

to call "spirit.”

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One question I get thrown at me 
pretty often there days if whether the 
lawn mowings should be raked up or 
left Tying on the town. Seems to me the 
a newer d epe nd s on how often you mow. 

As I mentioned a few days ago, I am 
a great beMever in frequent mowing, tor 
I think die grans is hetoihier and 
thickens up better when only the tips of 
tiia blade* are removed in mowing. 

Ormsequentfly. I mow twfoe a week, 
and with tha mower set to out fairly 
high at that. There mowings are vary 
fine and amaH, Altering easily down 
between the blades of grass tn reach 
the soil Here they are aSkiwed to 
remain, acting as a mulch to keep the 
roots cool and moist, and rotting down 
eventually to return their nutrients to 
the soil. 

♦ ♦ ♦ ri_ 

My rotary power mower fc of the 
wind tunnel type, with tha whirling 
blade aoting as a propefller to htow 
there fine mowings out the port so they 
are distributed evenly over the laiwn. 
Same of the older mowers leave their 
mowings in thick windrows, which isn't 
good tor the grass. 

As long as I can keep up this twlce-e- 
week mowing routine, I never put the 
rake to the grass except tor the lawn's 
annual spring cleaning and raking up 


leave* In the fall. When I have been out 
of town, or if for any other reason 
mowing is delayed and the grass gets . 
too long, these heavy, long mowings are 
removed, for they tend to sm o t h er the 
grate.

Did you ever vender what happens 
to all that expensive lawn fertilizer you 
put down last spring? A small propor¬ 
tion of it is toached away into the 
subsoil, of course, but by far the 
greatest part k taken up Into the grass 
leave*. TT» is why I find it w> hard to 
u nde r stand why so many folks bum 
their mowings or puf them out in the 
garbage. That fertilizer cost good 
money, and it Is striM there—to the 
mowing*—and I can't see any point in 
throwing fit awey. 

If you save your mowing*, mere 
power to you, but I don’t think kit 
good idea to pile them in a heap a® by 
themaelve*. A heap of lawn mowings 
wfth nothing else mixed is a afcny, 
smrtfly affair, and the end product isn't 
much good tor anything. 

Grass H a grand speeder-upper, 
though, and when mixed with tree 
leaves, kitchen wastes, potato peeling*, 
carrot tops, pea vine* and the like, ft 
will hasten the rotting down of the 
tougher fibres, making a compost which 


is not only rich in nutrients, but also 
has the necessary bulkinesa tar improv¬ 
ing the texture of the soil. 

Fluffy dried lawn mowings are use¬ 
ful (or mulching, too spreading them on 
the soil surface between plant* to keep 
down weeds and conserve soil moisutre. 
And don’t think their nutrients are 
wasted when the mowing* are left on 
top rattier then being dug Hi. 

After all, nature does no digging, and 
this is her method of returning nutrient* 
to the aoil -she scatters her leave* and 
otherr waste* on the surface. The muteh 
rots down eventually, and some is 
pulled into the soM by earthworms, 
which proliferate under such corf, moist 
conditions.

Tomato plants particularly benefit 
from a surface mulch over their root*, 
tut mowings 4on a lawn which ho* 
been treated with weedkiller must be 
uaed w4th caution. 

Spread auch uwwfcg * out In tha aun 
to dry thoroughly, and betiora urtng 
them naar tomatoes, miff them to 
make sure they are not tainted wfth 2, 4- 
D. 

Tomatoes are extremely sensitive to 
weedkiller tame*, and the leaves wO 
start curling and beemwng distorted ff 
even a faint whiff of the stuff j* around.

Cancer Link Denied 


OTTAWA (CP) — Fifteen 
years at intensivB research 
shows there is no abacQute proof 
* that ed«aPette-«moking is a 
cause of king or heart disease, 
spokesmen for the tob&cco in¬ 
dustry told • Parliamentary 
committee Thursday. 

Paul Pare, predident of Impe¬ 
rial Tobacco Co. of Canada, 
Ltd. also told the Commons 
health committee that outlawing 
cigarette advertising would take 
the competitive life out of the I 
industry but not reduce smok¬ 
ing. 

THREE REPRESENTATIVES 

Pane appeared with rep¬ 
resentatives of three other firms 
—Macdonald Tobacoo Inc., 
Jtothmans of FaH Mall Canada 
Ltd., and Benson and Hedges 
Canada Ltd.—at a 90-mlnut* 
meeting. » 

It was the first and appar¬ 
ently the only committee ses¬ 
sion at which the tobacco firms 
ere being questioned in the Par¬ 
liamentary study of anti-smok- 
tng bills introduced in the Com¬ 
mons. 

Pare, smoking a ciga¬ 
rette, said the four firms com¬ 
pete with vigorous advertising 
campaigns to get smokers to 
switch brands. But advertising 
is not directed at young people 
to encourage them to start 
smoking. 

LIKE DRIVING 

He taki Grace Maclnnte (NDP 
—Vancouver-Kingeway) that he 
would not want his 10-year-old 
son to smoke any more than he 
would want him to drive a oar 
or drink liquor: 

David M. Stewiart, president 
of Macdonald Tobacco, said that 
when he was a boy in school In 
i Ottawa he was strapped by 
school authorities for smoking. 
But today's schools wtn’t exert 
that kind of cfccipKne, he 
added. 


Pare said the anti-smoking 
Ing campaign la based mainly 
on propaganda supported by 
statistical evidence that ciga¬ 
rettes might oontrilbuta to hee*t 
disease or lung oanccr. But 
there is no medical proof. 

He *aid some scientists have 
declared that the Indictment of 
tobacco Is not scientifically 
sound. Others would be willing 
to make, the same assertion tf 


they were permitted to do so by 
their superiors. 

Committee Chairman GaSton 
Isabella (L—Hull), a medicali 
doctor, said he would discuss 
calling health and welfare de¬ 
partment off idols to explain an 
incident reported by Mr. Pare. 

The tobacco company presi¬ 
dent said the department 1 
phoned the university represent¬ 
ed by ore witness at an earlier 
session to ascertain whether the 


witness spoke tor die undvertety 
or only on hla own behalf. The 
university receives r esearch 
grants from the department. 

The government's periodic 
feting of the tar and nlootine 
content of dgemtte brands was 
assigned by the pubbc to show 
that tar and nicotine In ciga¬ 
rette* were the causes of dis¬ 
ease .No such claim tor the Hat¬ 
ing fa made by the government, 
Mr. Paire said. <•

Little Town Recalls Biz Loss 


‘Vie Had to Be There’ 


Trains Chopped 
In Northwest 


BEDFORD, Va. fUPI) — 
Ray Nance stared reflectively 
at the Little Blue Ridge 
Mountain town, 1,500 feet 
below. But hi* thoughts were 
25 year* Jn the past. 

"It was worth it," he #aid 
quietly. "We had to be there. 
Certa*dy it was worth it." 

Nance, 54, operator of a 
lodge on the »cenic Blue 
Ridge Parkway, was reliving 
a day in history that marked 
Bedford for mass tragedy — 
the Allied invasion of Nor¬ 
mandy on June 6, 1944. 

Nance was there when 2.000 
American soldiers died on a 
four-mile stretch of sand 
commanded by German 
weapons. Its map designation 
was Omaha Beach. 

The withering Nazi fire 
wiped out 93 per cent of a 
former Virginia National 
Guard Company. Thirty-seven 
men in the unit were from 
Bedford; 23 were killed. Most 
of the survivors were 
wounded. 

This little town of 3,800 
about 20 miles northeast of 


Roanoke had suffered perhaps 
the greatest loss of any 
American caty on D-Day. 

After the war, the town paid 
homage annually to it* D-Day 
dead with parade* and oere- 
mcme*. The survivor* formed 
the Psrker-Hoback Post of the 
29th D ivirion Association, 
named In honor of two sets of 
twins who died at Omaha 
Beaoh.

.Navy Will Guard Arctic, Too 


OTTAWA (CP)—Canada's navy will 
have to guard the Artie Ocean as well as 
the Atlantic and the Pacific coasts to 
back up Prime Minister Trudeau’s policy 
of protecting national sovereignty. 

A defence department spokesman said 


Thursday that the naval role is one 
which has to be enlarged.” 

A key point of the prime minister’s 
April statements on Canada’s changing 
defence role was the top priority given to 
protection of sovereignty.

PARIS (Reuters) — Forma¬ 
tion of a new South Vietnamese 
government as a step toward 
peace emerged as a major topic 
Thursday in Paris, Washington 
and Saigon. 

A Viet Cong spokesman, 
meeting correspondents after 
(he 201 h session of the Paris 
peace talks, said contacts are 
beginning with anti-government 
South Vietnamese in a bid to 
create a provisional coalition 
administration in Saigon. 

State Secretary William 
Rogers said in a "Washington 
news conference that the U.S. 
would accept Communists in a 
future South Vietnamese gov¬ 
ernment if they were freely and 
fairly elected.

Lagging Labor ’Not Hep’ to Youth 


By DON COLLINS 

The alms of today'* youth 
are well ahead of those of the 
labor movement, but young 
people face a somewhat bleak 
future. 

These two points were made 
in interviews and addresses 
Thursday as 15 delegates 
from Canada’s second largest 
union gathered in Victoria. 

"There is a growing New 
Left spreading all over .the 
country and we re not hep to 
It." said Percy Huggett of 
Toronto, president of the 
Ontario division of the Can¬ 
adian Union of Pubko Em¬ 
ployees. 


He was referring chiefly to 
rebelling university students 
as CUPE's B.C. division began 
its annual convention at the 
Empress Hotel. 

He said ih an interview that 
"students' thinking is miles 
ahead of ours. 

"We .used to come to con¬ 
ventions and call for free 
education. They are well be¬ 
yond that and are calling for 
freedom of choice in educa- t 
tion." he said. 

Stanley Little of Ottawa, 
national president of CUPE, 
took a look at a different side 
of the question during an 
address later. 


"The outlook for the young 
people is not too good,” he 
said. 

"Your children end mine 
have little hope of ever build¬ 
ing a home or buying one," 
he said, 

And technological change 
would mean only one chance 
in four of a youth remaining 
in on? jcb during his life. 

Mr. Little had this lo say 
on other subjects: 

• Inflation—'T«abor .wage 
Increases are the result of and 
not the cause of inflation,” He 
blamed industry for doubling 
its profits. 


• Poverty — "Far too 
many Canadians are living be¬ 
low the poverty line. The labor 
movement should be willing 
and anxious to sit down with 
any responsible group in bur 
society and look for the an¬ 
swers.” 

• I-abor legislation "With 
very few-exceptions they're 
(labor laws) designed In he 
prohibitive and restrictive ' 

• Bad conditions He said 
it is ‘'sickening'' to think nf 
hospital employees! earning 
$1.28 an hour in "ofl-ru* Al¬ 
berta.” 


Several of those attending 
the three-day convention, in¬ 
cluding Mr. Huggett, hav* 
said labor should spend mor* 
time thinking of social needs. 
The subject mentioned most 
o.'ten has been poverty. 

Another subject which .haa 
come in for discussion con¬ 
cerns the claim that unions 
are better when big. There is 
a move afoot to merge many 
of CUPE's sm&ll locals (60 
per cent of the locals in B.C. 
have less than 100 members) 
and to continue the, fight for 
bargaining on a regional basis.
